On July 25, 1912, a meeting of the Trustee 
Board of the "Fourteenth Avenue Methodist Church 

resolved that property be purchased and a 
temporary frame church 60 feet by 30 feet be 
constructed on it. 

At first, the property.was only rented at 
the corner of Fourteenth Avenue and Retallack 
Street, but the church was built and dedicated 
on September 29, 1912. Plans for a permanent 
church were considered as early as December of 
that year but the thoughts of an ultimate church 
union were always attendant., on the plans of -the 
Fourteenth Avenue Church officials. 

With the uniting of the Fourteenth Avenue 
Methodist Church with the Presbyterian Church 
on May 31, 1925, ten days before the official 
inauguration of the United Church of Canada,_the 
church building.became available and was moved 
in 1926 to Wascana Street and Thirteenth Avenue 
to serve the new 'congregation of Wascana Street 
United Church. 

The removal of the building to Pasqua Street 
and Thirteenth Avenue in 1933 and its service 
there since then indicate again that these men 
of God built better than they knew. 

Times have not been easy on the congregations 
in this church. Records during the depression 
indicate that the determination of the women 
and their energy and faith in God kept this 
church open. 

This faith is proving well justified and at 
this 50th Anniversary we can look down the street 
and see a new church building taking shape under 
the supervision of the firm of architects 
Portnall, Grolle and Lucas, the sucessors to the 
firm of Clemesha and Portnall onwhom the original 
trustee board of the Fourteenth Avenue Methodist
